Bag on the editorial page under date 
of Feb. 12, 1921 i.s a letter by Mr. U. 
E .'H att of Orr, N. Dak. giving some 
very extravagant figures and ideas 
purporting to be true and accurate, 
as .against the wisdom of iuitiatiiig 
the measure for the creation of a 
Highway Commission different from 
what we now have, and petitions for 
which, he says, the state is l)eiiig 
"flooded, " and I take it from reading 
his letter he is opposed to it to a 
considerable extent and gives figures 
to show that we would be eumpelled 
tff raise $3,080,000.00. He sums it up 
this way. By doubling the autom o­ 
bile license fee, would give upproxi- 
matel.v $1,500,000.00.

I find in reading over the Act, 
that it provides an apnortionnicnt to 
each state tfor each year, and any 
portion not used by such state, is 
reapportioned to all the stands on 
the same basis as is the prior appor­ 
tionment. 
I can find nothing in the Act, nor 
in the Amendments th at says a state 
must use all of their apportionment, 
but it does say that a state th ít do<a> 
not use all of its" apportionment, that 
they will lose what they do not use, 
because it will be given to all the 
states in reapportionment.

lives. 
Hunting, parties were immediately 
formed, but it is doubtful if th e 
wolvps can be locate'd, as the Sau- 
geen M ountains weqt of here ofer. a 
refuge thaj is inaccessible to hunt­ 
ers.

Their motives also are worthy for the aim in mopt instances 
is to secure better service from the public schools, but that 
costs money. 
The Bismarck Board of Education must face the problem 
along with all .school officials of cutting away the frills which 
may be desirable adjuncts to the school program but in 
view of mounting costs more than the taxpayers can stand. 
It would work a hardship to prune salaries of teachers. 
The average monthly salary paid teachers in Bismarck is 
less than that paid janitors. 
Surely there can be little
